One hundred million bushe's of wheat is a pretty 
large sized crop for a single state to raise, but that is 
the amount Kansas expects to turn out this coming 
year according to experts who have looked over the 
wheat belt of the Sunflower state.

RANDOI1 SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD, 





I PICKED up a circular issued by the Carlton Hard- 
ware Co., Calumet, Mich., the other day and I fell to 
reading an announcement of their business principles 
that certainly has the right kind of a ring about it. 
This circular reads: ‘‘We have no bait to offer nor do 
we countenance that principle which cuts the price of 
some staple item, of which there are often only an in- 
significant quantity in stock to go at the cut price, 
and make up the loss on goods on which the buyer 
may not be posted. Every price quoted on the fore- 
going pages is bona fide and exactly what our goods 
are marked and will remain the same as long as we 
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can duplicate our former prices or lowered whenever 
the opportunity offers itself. We would like to quote 
more prices but the space will not permit. All our 
goods are reliable, standard makes, every cheap article 
being the best of its class obtainable, and the best 
goods are the finest made. Therefore, when compar- 
ing prices with catalogue houses remember that we 
carry no trash and that we are always here to back up 
everything we sell.” 





Price cutting is a poor way to defeat price cut- 
ting, and in a contest of this kind the legitimate 
established dealer generally comes out at the little end 
of the horn as compared with the fly-by-night man or 
the catalogue house or department store. For you 
see the legitimate hardware dealer cannot afford to 
stoop to cheap deception of the public, and here is 
where those with less to lose than he has have him de- 
cidedly on the hip. Catalogue houses will thrive even 
if a 100 Podunks have been flimflammed by their 
alleged bargains, as they have still a 1,000 Podunks 
yet to initiate, and when the merry round is finished 
they can change their name and start all over again. 
The fly-by-night man when exposed in Westville sim- 
giv treks to Eastville, but the legitimate dealer has to 
rely on the support of a given community, so he cannot 
afford to emulate catalogue house tactics. But that is 
no reason why he should sit with folded hands and 
allow the misrepresentation of a succession of mercan- 
tile mountebanks to gull the public to satiety. People 
can be educated, and the Carlton Hardware Co. are 
dealing cut-throat competition some pretty stiff upper 
cuts in pointing out the iniquity of the principle which 
cuts the price of some staple item and makes up the 
loss on goods on which the buyer may not be posted. 
There would of course be a loss in selling nails at $1.00 
or $2.00 a keg, but if the hardware man could honestly 
make it up by charging 35c a lb. for solder and other 
prices in proportion, this reduction would falsely ad- 
vertise him as making low prices to the public. But 
the trouble is the very men who gloat at an opportun- 
ity to buy nails for less than they know they can be 
manufactured for, grow purple with rage when charged 
30c a lb. for solder and insist in unequivocal terms on 
&@ more equitable ratio of value, 





The public will not long stand imposition, at least 
not imposition that is practical rather than showy, and 
shrinks away before the rat-tat-tat of drums and the 
other appurtenances of puolicity. Giver an imposition 
impudent enough to cheerfully focus in its own un- 
prepossessing person the fierce white light, and that is 
a different matter. 


Things being thusly it behooves the dealer ham- 
pered by unfair competition not to iay himself open to 
criticism by any attempt to out-Herod Herod along 
the price cutting line. The larger the puddle agitated 
by the hurling of missiles the greater will be the pub- 
licity given the original agitator and the poorer in 
both profits and reputation will the dealer be who 
rashly allows his best judgment in the matter to be 
foolishly set aside owing to the intensity of competi- 
tion. The trouble is there are too many men in the 
hardware, as well as in other lines of trade, who find 



















































it hard to realize that there is more profit in making 
one sale at 334 per cent advance than in making ten 
at 3 per cent advance which is virtually actual cost, 
at least from the standpoint of a not overly large 
retail business.

THERE'S a great deal in the point of view. James 
S. Foot of the Kearney & Foot Co., New York file 
manufacturers, in an address before the Southern 
Hardware Jobbers Association made a point that the 
jobber should be loyal to the manufacturer. ‘That 
when a jobber finds himself in possession of a line of 
goods, the quality of which gives excellent satisfac- 
tion, he should have moral courage to stand by that 
line, even if something else is offered of fairly good 
quality, at a 5 per cent, reduction.” 

This loyalty idea is a real comfortable one to 
think about when it’s a case of some one being loyal 
to you, but does not loyalty call for reciprocal loyalty? 
As a file manufacturer Mr. Foot is doubtlessly g'ad 
to see a regiment of jobbers and dealers brim full of a 
‘‘moral courage” sticking to his line of files when 
salesmen for other lines come along with better prices. 





This address of Mr. Foot is a tip top one when 
read through a manufacturer’s spectacles. Besides 
this inculcation of the doctrine of loyalty which con- 
sists in buying his files irrespective of other makes, he 
complains that jobbers are too arbitrary with the 
manufacturers as to the price that the latter establish 
in selling to a retailer. Then too he speaks of the 
advantages of the catalogue house as a vehicle of dis- 
tribution and tells what a blessing the catalogue is, as 
follows: 

‘‘Later on, when with my guide in the mountains, 
I noticed one of them had a well-made hickory ax- 
helve. I said to him, ‘Where did you get that helve? 
I have noticed no hardwood growing here.’ He re- 
plied, ‘Well, 1 sent up to Livingston, but you can’t 
ever find anything that is any good there, so I just 
mailed 35 cents to Montgomery Ward & Co., of Chi- 
cago, and had them send me on the ax-helve, whicb, 
with postage, cost me just 35 cents, or what I would 
have had to pay for it in Livingston; and I find if I 
wish to get any first-class article 1 must send to M. 
W. & Co. for it.’ 

‘This illustrates just a little the fact that depart- 
ment stores are not selling only the cheaper class of 
hardware; and I know from personal experience that 
in years past I could sell the house above referred to 
my own brand of files, but nothing special, as their 
buyer distinctly said, ‘We wish only well-established, 
well-known, brands of goods; first quality in every 


way, and do not care for specials.’ ” 





Now let us take off ovr manufacturer’s spectacles 
we have been wearing up till the present, and put op 
some jubbing goggies, which give us a different point 
of view entirely. First as to that question of loyalty. 
Heres a manufacturer who sells his goods liberally to 
catalogue houses at good prices, they being large 
quantity buyers, thus making certain +eading retail- 
ers inimical to his line of goods, and who says it is 
very very taughty for us to cut prices, and still he

omplains because we are not loyal to him, because 
we turn down his goods in order to save 2} or 5 per 
ent. Your manufacturer says jobbers are too arbi- 
trary as to price we establish for him to sell to a re- 
tailer at. Does he suppose we are in business for 
our health? If the retailer can get goods at the same 
prices that we do, where do we come in? 

Then we lay aside the useful goggles of the mid- 
dleman, and pick up the eye-glasses of the retailer. 
A retailer reads a free advertisement of a catalogue 
house given by a manufacturer, and wonders where he 
comes in. He notes that a manufacturer speaks in 
high terms of an ax-helve sold by a catalogue house, 
and wonders why in narrating a personal experience 
a manufacturer should compare what were evidently 
‘bait goods” of a catalogue house with the stock of 
regular dealer and condemn the latter unseen and up- 
heard. 





The retailer does not see how he is helping the 
cause of the retail hardware business in selling the 
goods of a manufacturer, who sells his goods under 
his own brand to catalogue house. To his spectacles 
this looks like rank disloyalty. His spectacles like- 
wise do not show up a pleasant image of Mr. Foote’s 
jobbing friend who says: ‘‘The day is coming when 
the jobber must find o ut what the town in which he is 
selling goods wants, and if he can not sell it to the 
retail hardware store, let him take it to the drug 
store.” 





As I said before few men seem to have a broad 
enough vision to rise above their point of view. The 
wording of the definitions of ‘‘loyalty” and ‘‘protec- 
tion” varies widely according to the trade dictionary 
you get hold of. To none of the three classes are 
these words so vital as to the retailer whose struggle 
for commercial existence is necessarily one of great 
business. 


Happily a large majority of manufacturers look 
on the struggle between the retailer and tbe catalogue 
house as one in which they are vitally interested. If 
the catalogue house prevails and a few great establish- 
ments ride rough-shod over the retail trade, the man- 
ufacturing world will be compelled to compete for 
their trade on any old margin of profit, and will be at 
a decided disadvantage, whereas, it has a distinct ad- 
vantage in dealing with the retail trade. This broad- 
minded point of view is, I believe, the correct one.

Secretary T. James Fernley, of the National 
Hardware Association, is an experienced hardware 
man, and as such of course knows the good points of 
various styles of guns such as Lee-Metfords, Martinis, 
etc. There is one particular ‘‘good point” of a Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle that he will probably remember for 
fully a fortnight. On Wednesday night after the 
ball of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association at 
the Hotel Chamberlin, Old Point Comfort, Va., Mr 
Fernley, who generally goes to bed early (in the morn- 
ing), accompanied by John Bindley, president of the 
National Hardware Association, and R, R. Williams, 
the veteran trade journalist, started out on a little 
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stroll, Brother Fernley acting as guide. This heroic 
band, Commander Fernley in the lead, made a charge 
on Fortress Monroe, although the hardware trade and 
Uncle Samuel are friendly powers. As this invading 
army were on the bridge over the moat they were 
espied by a watchful sentinel. Had it been olden 
times he would have said: ‘‘Ho warden, let the port- 
cullis fall,” but the fin de siecle method is to call out 
‘‘Who goes there?” in stentorian tones. 





When the commander of the invading army was 
thus challenged he carelessly waved his hand to indi- 
cate that his corps, one officer and two privates, would 
pass muster anywhere, and proceeded to trek toward 
the kopje-like fortifications.

In looking over an advertisement of a large alu- 
mium concern the other day I found the following in- 
teresting statements: 

‘‘The price of aluminum, section for section, is 70 
per cent the price of brass and 50 per cent the price 
of copper.”

WOMEN’S LUNCH HOUR. 


Passing along the business thoroughfare of a popu- 
lous city during the noon hour (between twelve and 
one) I remarked at the number of passers-by and that 
the majority seemed to be young women, middle-aged 
women and girls of fourteen to sixteen. A little 
reflection told ‘me they were employes of the vari- 
ous shops and stores out for lunch. [t is possible 
the particular hour had something to do with the 
larger turn out at that time, but surely more than 
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one-half the people passing too and fro were women- 
kind, my mental reflection placed the number at 65 
per cent, 


wILL WOMEN SUPPLANT MEN AS WAGE-EARNERS, 


Halting at a store to exchange greetings with a 
friend, he asked me what was on my mind? I said the 
wage-earnisg problem at that moment was engaging 
my thoughts. Howso? Well you see I’ve just met 
a great throng of people, largely girls, young women 
and middle-aged women, evidently workers in the vari- 
ous shops, factories, stores, offices, etc., and as they 
seemingly outnumber largely the male laborers, I 
wonder if the wage-earning class, the males, are giving 
way to females, and if the latter class are eventually 
to supplant the former? 


HAVE NOT LEARNED THE RUDIMENTS OF HOUSEKEFPING. 


“It is true,” said my acquaintance, ‘‘very large 
numbers of females are employed in this and every 
large city in the union. Factories of all kinds abound 
with them, young girls of twelve or thereabouts go 
into stores as cash girls, errand messengers; into 
factories for various kinds of work, remaining there 
for a series of years, progressing from one stage to 
another, until finally many of them who do not go 
wrong (and all are beset with temptations) marry and 
become poor housekeepers, poor wives, poor mothers, 
because they have not even learned the rudiments of 
housekeeping, have not learned the very necessary 
knowledge to perform their part of life’s problem.” 


NOT EDUCATED IN ESSENTIALS. 


‘‘Do you know,”’ said my friend, ‘‘if you were to 
closely scrutinize the innumerable divorce proceedings 
you would find underlying all the trouble uncongenial 
relations almost wholly resultant from incompetency 
growing out of the lack of proper education of our girls 
and young women. We allow them to go into fac- 
tories, stores and offices even before their primary 
education is completed, and do not educate them in 
the essential work of homekeeping. They grow up 
inefficient, the work of a home is a drudge, not a 
pleasure. If they become mothers it is without that 
parental love for the child or children a mother should 
have, and in her unparental way she lets the (brat) 
child shift for itself. In your travels you have seen 
many such cases, all the more sad because of improper 
tutorship, improper bringing up of the mother.” 


WOMEN THE PRESERVERS OF SOCIETY. 


Yes, that may all be true, but how about our boys? 
They too are being wrongly educated, or not educated 
at all, but 75 per cent of the results of life, the pres- 
ervation of society in its morality and purity devolves 
upon womanhood, and he who seeks the up-building 
of the world should strive to conserve those ends. 
Which in your opinion of the two classes, country or 
city, brings the largest number of scandalous divorce 
proceedings and troubles growing out of incongruity? 
I should say the city by far. If so, what then is your 
reason for it? Because we make shop-keepers, fac- 
tory work-women and clerks of them without teaching 
them the essential education of life. The education 
they get too often makes them bold, brozen, corrupts 
their morals and totally unfits them for motherhood.

Why not the same with the country lass? Bx 
cause she is taught to do housework, knows how t 
bake, sew, mend, etc., and learns that part of life’ 
work which the great Creator intended should be her: 
to do and perform. 

COUNTRY VS, CITY BOYS. 

Do you think country boys are in any essentials 
better fitted for life’s work than city boys? 

In so far as sterling honesty, determined pur- 
pose and the working out of life’s problem, yes, because 
they too are taught self-reliance and determined pur- 
pose.

SELLING HARDWARE AT A PROFIT. 








Have we received your essay on the ‘‘Difficul- 
ties of Selling Hardware at a Profit and Some 
Practical Remedies’ Mr. Reader, or are you that 
hitherto undiscovered mortal who has encountered 
no difficulties in selling hardware at a profit and 
couldn't run his business at a loss if he tried? 
Every hardware man has figured out certain lim- 
itations in credit giving. He doesn’t ask cash from 
everybody, nor on the other hand does he give 
credit ad libitum, There is some midway position 
where he draws his line. Where is your position in 
this matter? It, for one thing, is a factor in selling 
hardware at a profit. Then there is the subject of 
buying. Do you buy what you want or what the 
salesman wants you to? Do you buy closely, secur- 
ing all extra discounts? Do you study the market 
closely enough before making a purchase? The an- 
swer to these questions must enter a long way into 
the determination of your margin of profit. Perhaps 
you have to meet cut-throat competition? How do 
you do it and still make money? An answer to this 
most important matter will be right in line with the 
idea of this essay. Does the stress of competition 
deter you from taking advantage of a rising market to 
mark up prices on your goods? How have you met 
catalogue house competition? 

What constitutes business profit anyway? Every 
business man in figuring up his balance sheet puts 
down in the loss column all the losses occasioned by 
his sins of commission, while those caused by the sins 
of omission are not recorded. Mr. Hardware in a 
moment of mental paralysis allows Mr. Deadhead to 
depart with a $5 bill of goods charged up to him. In 
due time this $5 is charged up to loss. But Mr. Hard- 
ware has also shown a childish coyness about pushing 
steel range sales. Along comes a steel range peddler 
and sells 100 steel ranges at $69 each in Mr. Hard- 
wares township. Is not Mr. Hardware injured far 
more by this invasion of his territory than by his poor 
judgment in asmall credit sale? Does he put down 
any loss on account of the sin of omission he was 
guilty of in not forestalling competition in this par- 
ticular matter? Every dealer who has succeeded has 
solved this problem of selling hardware at a profit and 
he has but to tell the story of his business successes 
better than other hardware men, in order to secure one 
of the nine prizes >ffered by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
and ranging in value from $100 down to $10. All 
competitors should remember that their essays must 
be in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN office, 69 Dearborn 
street, Chicago, by noon of June 30.

These air 
tights are made in two complete lines with sheet metal 
tops and cast iron tops. The body is made of polish 
steel, mirror finished, also America—Russia iron, The 
linings are heavy sheet steel made in sections with. 
out the use of rivets or bolts. A special connecting 
strip in the rear holds the lining in place and can be 
removed out of the smoke collar which allows replac- 
Ing any part of the lining in a few minutes, There 
are two distinct bottoms. The outer one is flat and 
double seamed to the body, and the inner one is car- 
rugated making a solid rest for the fuel, and prevent- 
ing extreme radiation to the floor. An extra round 
stamped plate is sent with every stove. This is de- 
signed to fit under the cover and is held in place ty 
the iron rod passing through the cover and the plate, 
thus formiag a dead air space under the urn and keep- 
ing the urn in a cool condition at all times. The top 
draft is an ornamental cast plate provided with a 
screw draft and connects with draft inside the stove, 
which extends from the bottom to top, forcing the 
top draft down the full length of the duct, heating 
the air to a high degree before admitting it to the 
fire. The lower draft consists of an ornamental cast 
frame and door. The door is of ample size to allow 
the free removal of ashes. It is also provided with a 
screw draft and a spark arrester. The nickel trim- 
mings consist of handsomely carved and ornamented 
sectional top band, foot rails on both sides of the 
stove, supported well up the sides of the body by 
brackets, spun urn, top draft plate, nameplate and 
turn keys.

In the distance on the opposite shore is a 
miniature outfit of placer mining machinery in full 
operation, run by a steam engine of one-fortieth 
of one horse-power, all a testimonial to the ingenuity 
of the proprietor, who constructed the machinery 
himself, The entire background is filled with hand- 
some hammocks. 

A local Iowa paper in a write-up of this window 
says: ‘*‘Taken as a whole, the general opinion is that 
the genial Chris has this time surpassed himself. 
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play swings. Glance at that, this display in turiing 
over the leaf, and then turn over the next leaf and no 
one dominant idea is given, save that much time was 
spent in planning and arranging this window. 

Where people like to wander along looking from 
window to window and where a majority of the trade 
is not too greatly rushed to have time to take in pretty 
technical details, such a display as this cannot help 
but prove effective, and we have no doubt it has 
proven a profitable outlay for Mr. Magnussen. Farmers 
who have stared in honest admiration at the miniature 
machioery shown in this display, will naturally look 
in this aforesaid window when next they drive 
Lyonsward to see what new idea on the catchy order 
this bright Hawkeye hardwareman has evolved. 

As a general business blast letting Lyons people 
know he is still doing business and is alive and carries 
an up-to-date line, this is a most effective window dis- 
play, but as a means ofselling the particular articles

The other idea is that one single 
article should be so strikingly displayed as to force 
itself on the attention of all passers-by. Look at 
some pictures of window displays and you remember

But this brings us back to the rock on which 
window dressers split as to whether a window display 
should only attract general attention or whether it 
should attract specific and forceful attention to the 
special goods shown in the window.

At 
any rate Mr. Magnussen deserves to be warmly compli- 
mented on getting up a most attractive display in de- 
signing in which his well developed mechanical 
genius has played so prominent a part.

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NAILS AND SCREWS. 





Despite the manual skill of our English nailors, 
which is so great that it is stated to have been the 
boast of the best Bromsgrove nailors that they could 
forge tacks so small that 1000 would weigh about 
twenty grains, we have effected little improvement in 
the form of our nails. The American chisel-pointed 
nail appears to be preferable to anything we have, 
They claim for it that it has greater holding power, 
Leds firmly, is not likely to split mouldings, and pene- 
trates hardwood better, Some of the Austrian nails, 
remarkable fora peculiar twist in the shank, have 
been highly spoken of, and the capital ‘wire nails’ 
which we term ‘‘French” are justly increasing in 
popularity. These nails being made from very tough 
wire, circular in form and sharp pointed, are first-rate 
for many purposes, They range from § inch to 4 
inches in length, and their substance is indicated by 
the gauge number, which runs from No. 5 to No. 18, 
including in fineness. The price depends upon the 
gauge, not the length. For example, nails 14 inches 
long of No, 10 gauge would be the same price per 
hundred-weight as those 3 inches long if the same 
gauge. Most of the lengths are made in three sub- 
stances, some in as many as five. Their price is, of 
course, variable according to the quantity purchased, 
but as, in some cases, the pound of French nails. con- 
tains almost double that of English wrought nails the 
former are by no means an expensive nail for the pur- 
poses to which they are adapted. There are unduubt- 
edly many otber varieties of nails which would be of 
occasional use to the joiner or carpenter, and sun- 


dries, as the tenter-hook, but the above comprehends 
the kinds in general use and our limits will permit n¢ 
more. Of wooden screws, oras they are termed i 
North Britain, ‘‘screw nails,” little need be said. 
They can be had of any length from } inch to6 inches, 
rising first by 4 inch and then by}inch, Each length 
is made in from ten to thirty different thicknesses 
technically known by their numbers, Littlefold’s 
screws are more expensive than the ordinary screw, 
but much preferable, the form of the lower part of the 
worm facilitating the entrance of the screw while the 
slight inclination of the upper sid? opposes great re- 
sistance to the screw being pulled out. Screws can 


be had of brass or copper.—‘‘Carpenter and Builder.”

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HEATING BY HOT WATER. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

{ would like to have Mr. James J. Lawler in some 
future issue of THE AMERIVAN ARTISAN tell me if it 
will work, and if the 18 feet of } pipe will heat the 
8x8 room as the room is very warm, and sometimes will 
desire the heat from 20 to 40 in very cold weather. 
The room holds an acetylene gas generator and I don’t 
want any fire, and will my 150 gallon tank freeze, as 
it is on the top of the house and it is very open. I 
will use a circular front in the furnace in place of a 
coil. E. S, Fircn.

ANSWER BY JAMES J, LAWLER. 


The accompanying sketch, Fig. 1, shows our sub- 
scriber’s plan to warm 4 room with hot water, and 
which we desire to say would not be satisfactory from 
any point of view. The room to be warmed, 8x8 ft., 
and say ten feet high, would require from eight to ten 
square feet of radiation and, therefore, we would rec- 
ommend for this purpose a coil of one inch pipe con- 
taining about 20 lineal feet, and this, with the addi- 
tional surface contained in the supply and return 
pipes passing to ta.k, would answer to warm the 
room very nicely. 

A special and important feature about this job is 
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to produce a good circulation, so that heater in fur- 
nace will not become dry under heavy fire by forcing 
the water both ways, and for this purpose we form a 
Loop at bottom of cold water supply to furnace heater, 
which it will be noticed by referring to the plan, Fig. 
2, drops below the heater six to twelve inches, and 
the flow or hot water pipe from furnace heater connects 
with top of coil and then runs to top of tank, so that 
in case steam forms it will blow into tank, at the same 
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Fig 1. 


time this top connection allows all air to escape from 
the coil and also allows the water to circulate with 
freedom. We should construct this job with one inch 
pipe throughout, and would be careful not to get the 
heater to large in furnace for the work, otherwise it 
might generate steam, which would be objectionable;

besides warming the water in tank to some extent the 
heating coil should be placed level and located, as 
shown in Fig. 2, near the floor. It would also be ad- 
visable to place on the cold water supply pipe near the 
tank a stop cock so that the system could be con- 
trolled, as well as one at bottom of loop in cellar to 
drain all pipes when necessary, This should make a 
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very satisfactory method of warming the room in 
which is placed a gas generator, and we consider the 
idea a good one that could be taken advantage of by 
many others, for the reason stated by our subscriber; 
fire of any kind would be dangerous in the room, 
yet heat is necessary to prevent the water in the gen- 
erator from freezing. 
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GILT EDGE CRESCENT WARM AIR FURNACE. 


Schwab & Sercomb, Milwaukee, Wis., are manu- 
facturers of the Gilt Edge Cresent Warm Air Furnace, 
which is made in four sizes ranging in heating capa- 
sity from 10,000 to 40,000 cubic feet. 

The manufacturers claim that previous to the 
manufacture of the Gilt Edge Cresent it has been im- 
possible to secure a gas-tight joint at the point where 
the steel plate connects with the cast iron heads of the 
dome and radiator. This objection has been overcome 
on the Gilt Edge Cresce nt furnace as it is provided with 
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the double Keystone gas-tight joint that is patented 
and used only on Gilt Edge furnaces. 

The dome and radiator are made of heavy steel 
plate, with cast iron spider or collar where it rests in 
the grooves of the upper fire pot, at all points where 
the cast iron parts of the radiator are connected to 
the steel plate, including the feed spout and protect- 
ing plates, the Keystone joint above is used, Cast 
iron protecting plates are placed at the point where 
the products of combustion pass from the dome into 
the radiator. this being greatly exposed to the heat. 

This dome and radiator are from thirty to thirty- 
two inches in height, and as there are three cylinders 
an unusually large amount of radiating surface is 
obtained. 


The accompanying cut shows the construction 0! 
the dome and radiator viewed from the side where it 
sits into the flange of the fire pot. It also illustrates 


the course of the products of combustion from the 
dome into the radiator and return through the flue of 
the radiator. 

This furnace is provided with a large ash pit door, 
which opens up the full he'ght of the ash pit, making

it convenient in taking out the ashes or in getting at 
the grates when necessary. 

It also has a large feed door which is in two sec- 
tions, so that when both doors are open it will allow 
of putting in a large block of wood. 

This furnace is designed for the purpose of burn- 
ing both coal and wood, and is the same high grade of 
construction as the other forms of the Gilt Edge Fur- 
naces,

scription, with a request for the required patterns 
from some brother tinner, and thus confer a great 
favor. The drawings show a side elevation and a plan 
view of a job that I wil! have to do in the oear future. 
The object is a large hood which will be riveted to the 
top cf a tank of a diameter that the hood, if make six 
feet in internal diameter, will just fit over it. The 
entire work is to be made of No. 12 gauge iron. Now 
what I would like to know is how to cut the pattern of 
the tee joint which joins to the dome-shaped hood? I 
would also like to know how to get the correct outline 














for «he hole which is to be cut out of the section of 
the hood where the tee joint comes in contact with the 
hood. As will be seen, the line of contact is not shown 
in the side elevation. If I were able to show this, I 


believe I would also be abie to cut the patterns I am 
asking for, as a consequence, I have not attenpted to 
show the line described. 

All other ‘‘pointers” that the members of the 
craft are willing to volunteer as to the best manner of 
getting out this job, such as how to cut the iron to 
the best advantage, patterns for the sections that the 
hood is composed of, and any other suggestions which 
would help me and be of benefit to me in the getting 
out of this job will be thankfully received.

A cowardly attack by 30 striking roofers was

& Yeldham Co., 68 West Monroe St., Chicago, at 6

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel markets: 

‘‘Weakness of prices is still the leading feature of 
the iron trade and lower quotations are noted for pig 
iron. Structural material has also verifitd predictions 
in a decline of from $7 to $9 per ton. Domestic or- 
ders for iron are perhaps slightly more numerous but 
are for small quantities. Talk of a systematic shut- 
down of iron furnaces producing for the open market 
comes chiefly from the South, but while this subject 
is under consideration the disease is finding a partial 
cure in the going out of blast of a number of less 
economical furnaces, and the summer shutdowr of 
many mills. Export demand is good but as for some 
time past waits upon the question of freight room.” 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


On June 16th, representatives of various struc- 
tural steel manufacturers mef at the Holland House, 
New York, and made an important reduction in prices. 

The new prices, on the basis of delivery at New 
York, are: Beams and channels (half beams), $41 a 
ton; angles, $39 a ton. The New York prices for all 
three varieties of structural steel has been $48 a ton. 

The corresponding Pittsburg prices are 15 cents 
a hundred pounds lower than the New York delivery 
prices, all three grades of structural steel having 
ruled there at $45 a ton, compared with $38 for beams 
and channels and $36 for angles, the new schedule. 
The reductions are made, it is stated, to correspond 
with the decline that has taken place in the cost of 
the raw material, the cuts being eyuivalent to about 
the ratio of decline in pig iron and certain forms of 
finished materials. 

The concerns whose product is affected by the re- 
ductions in price are the Carnegie Company and Jones 
& Laughlin, Pittsburg; Pencoyd Iron Works, Phila- 
delphia; Passaic Rolling Mill Company, Passaic, N. J., 
and Cambria Iron Company, Johnstown, Pa.
